OWNERSHIP 
OF 
A LETTER 


Missive Does Not Belong to Person to 


Whom! It Is Sent Until 


Delivered. 


Under the postal 'regulations and 


the rulings ot the highest courts ot 
tbe United. States a letter does not be- 
long to the person to whom It ls~tent 
until It Is delivered to him. The writ- 
er has a right to reclaim and regain 
possession of It, provided he 
caa 


prove to the satisfaction of the post- 
master at the office from which It was 
sent that he was the writer ot . It 
Even after the letter has arrived at 
the office which Is Its destination, and 
before It has been delivered to the 
person to whom it Is addressed. It 
may be.recalled by the writer by 
graph through the mailing 'office. 


The regulations of the postoffice de- 


partment of course require that the 
utmost care shall be taken by the 
postmaster at the office of mailing to 
ascertain that the person who desires 
to withdraw the letter is really the 
one who Is entitled to do so, and the 
postmaster Is responsible for bis er- 
ror If he delivers tbe letter to the Im- 
postor or an unauthorized person. 


The vital principle In our-political 


system lies at the bottom of this mat- 
ter. In this country the state Is the 
servant or agent of the citizen—not 
his master. 
It remains merely his 


agent throughout the transmission of 
a letter. The state cay prescrlba reg- 
ulations under which Its own ser- 
vants may carry a message for the 
citizen, but it cannot shirk Its respon- 
sibility to him.

Preserving Spiders' W«bs. 


Naturalists employ an Interesting 


method to preserve all' kinds of spi- 
ders' webs. The webs are first sprayed 
with an atomizer with artists' shellae 
and then, should they be ot the ordl- 
nlry geometric fornvthiey are. pressed 
carefully against a glass plate, the sup- 
porting strands being at the same 
time severed. 


After the.shellac has 
dried th» 


_ late* carrying the webs caa tn stored 
away la a cabinet. 


£ven dome shaped webs 
may b« 


served la their original fora by 
spraying them with.shellac and then 
allowing them to dry before removal 
from their supports.- Many spiders' 
webs are very beautiful, and an are 
characteristic of the species to which 
they belong, so that, from a scientific 
standpolmt, their permanent preserva- 
tion 
Is ' very 
desirable.—Harper's
